The American Association of Variable Star 


Observers, an organization composed 
largely 


of amateur astronomers, is conducting a nightly | 
patrol of the sky under the guidance of Har- 
vard College observatory. Just at present the 
telescopes are much pointed toward a variable 
star known in the catalogues as S S Cygni. 


The interesting point about S. S Cygni is its 


irregular habit of changing in brightness. Some- 
where out in space it hangs—a great blazing 
sun, perhaps many times larger than our own 
sun. We see it ordinarily as a star of less than 
twelfth magnitude, 
Suddenly—all in a few 


hours time—it will increase in brightness to 
between the eighth and ninth magnitudes. It 
will hold this brightness for a period of some 
days or perhaps a week or two, then will taper 
off in its usual dimness and remain dim 
for 


about three months. An increase of four mag- 
.nitudes in brightness means that the star at its 
bright stage is giving off 43 times- as 
much 


light as in its dim stage. Imagine what would 
happen to this earth if our own sun began to 
behave in such a manner. If the sun increased 
as much as one magnitude in brightness, all 
life, such as we know it, would star.t to shrivel 
up and die. An increase of four magnitudes in 
the brightness of the sun would bake the earth 
to a crisp. 


When a bright sun, revolving about an- 


other sun that is not so bright, comes into our 
line of sight, all that we see is a single star ap- p 
parently increasing in magnitude.

S S Cygni is a single star and its changes 


in brightness are therefore not due to eclipses, 
but come from within. The astronomers, pa- 
tiently working to solve these riddles, are on 
the trail of the secret of the universe." One 
small fact, finally gleaned from endless re- 
search, provides the key with which to unlock 
many other facts and gradually we learn more 
about the universe of which our sun and our 
earth form so inconsiderable a part.

Life on Mars 


R*ARCOXI, working with delicate machinery 
"•'on his yacht, is unsuccessful at receiving a 
wireless message from Mars. lie 
will

again. Mars recently has been the nearest to 
our earth since 1909—a trifle of only about 
42.00n.000 miles away. At times the distance is 
235.000.000 miles. In 1924 the red planet will 
approach within 37.000,000 miles of the earth. 
When we become conceited about 
traveling 


several hundred miles an hour in airplanes, we 
should ponder the speed of the mysterious bod- 
ies we call stars. True philosophy is humility 
in the realization of the infinite wonders of the 
universe, compared with the speck, humanity. 


What would you see if you could travel to 


Mars in a rocket? To start with, you'd find a- 
planet about half the size of the earth. 
Mars 


has two moons. A day and a night lasts 37 min- 
utes longer than on earth. The Martian year is 
687 days long-. The oceans of Mars are rapidly 
drying up. It has at least 200 "canals," some 
75 miles wide and 3000 miles long. Our astro- 
nomers claim they see, not these canals, but the 
vegetation that sprouts up 
along them in 


springtime. 
Temperature on Mars averages 


60 degrees. A rock that weighs 100 pounds on 
earth would weigh only 38 pounds on Mars. 
This difference in gravity, along with other pe- 
culiarities of environment, causes our scientists 
to believe that if people live on Mars they are 
from 12 to 15 feet tall. 


All these scientific facts and speculations 


about Mars are interesting. More interesting 
>s man's abilitiy to reach out through space so 
many millions of miles.and gather these pieces 
of direct and 
circumstantial evidence. 
The 


knowledge and machinery with which our sci- 
entist? accomplish these facts were acquired pa- 
tently and slowly, through many thousands of 
years.
